W urren  IS.  Webb,  boru  in  Geuessee 
county,  N.  Y.,  in  1825,  was  the  young- 
est of  the  fourteen  children  of  Benoui 
•and  Elizabeth  (Phipps)  Webb.  After 
attending  the  public  schools,  at  eighteen 
years  of  age  he  entered  the  Academy  at 
Kingsville,  Ohio,  in  charge  of  Dr.  Z.  C. 
and  J.  R.  Graves.  Here  lie  was  convert 
ed  and  was  baptized  in  May,  1848.  He 
next  entered  what  is  now  Colgate  Cm 
versity,  and  was  graduated  witn  tne  A. 
B.  degree  in  1S4!>,  two  years  later  tak- 1 
ing  the  M.  A.  degree  in  course. 

Bv  the  advice  of  Dr.  J.  K.  Graves,  lie  j 
became  principal  of  Stewart’s  Creek 
Academy,  near  Murfreesboro,  Tenu. 
Here  he  married  Miss  Fannie  Adelphm  | 
\N  heeler,  and  to  them  were  bora  Charles  i 
\\  lieeler  Webb,  of  Texarkana,  and  Fan 
njr  Adelphia,  now  the  wife  of  Dr.  K.  A. 

\ enable,  of  Meridian,  Miss. 

Though  engaged  in  teaching  through 
the  week,  Mr.  Webb  preached  on  Sun- 
day, and  was  ordained  to  the  full  work 
of  the  ministry  at  Enon  Church,  of 
which  he  was  pastor  elect,  the  presby- 
tery consisting  of  Dr.  Joseph  Eaton, 
president  of  Union  University,  Dr.  Sam 
uel  Baker,  Dr.  Matt  llillsmau,  and  Rev. 
Eugene  Strode. 

In  Sept.  1851,  Mr.  Webb  became  presi 
dent  of  Grenada  Female  College,  retain 
ing  the  position  six  years,  l>eginning  hr-, 
administration  with  thirty  pupils  and 
closing  with  one  hundred  and  seventy- 
live,  then  the  largest  female  school  in 
Mississippi.  The  magnificent  college 
building  in  Grenada,  now  the  property 
of  the  Methodists,  was  erected  bv  Mr.  < 
Webb.  On  June  18,  1855,  he  lost  his 
wife,  his  intelligent  and  wise  counsellor  ] 
in  all  his  labors.  August  27,  1856,  be  < 
married  Miss  Mary  A.  McMath,  of  Car  1 
roll  county.  The  fruit  of  this  marriage  « 
was  Miss  Hattie  R.,  wife  of  Mr.  J.  I).  r 
Cranberry  of  Hazlehurst,  and  Mary  i 
Sheldon,  who  married  Hon.  G.  S.  Dodds  f 
and  after  a life  of  great  happiness  nnd  t 
usefulness  was  called  to  her  reward 
some  years  ago.  ^ 

The  next  two  years  Mr.  Webb  spem  t 
in  Starkville  in  charge  of  the  high  school  c 
and  moved  thence  to  West  Point  Miss,  r 
to  give  himself  wholly  to  the  ministry,  C 
the  work  for  which  he  was  peculiarh  h 
fitted  and  which  he  most  enjoyed.  He  w 
had  charge  of  V\  est  Point,  Bethesda  and  ti 
Crawford  churches.  He  was  pastor  of  C 
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West  Point  six  years,  of  Bethesda  nine, 
and  of  Crawford  fourteen  years.  Later 
lie  served  Okolona  six  years,  Mn<*on  two 
years,  and  Deerbrook  (or  Sharon)  six 
year.  In  1863,  Sept.  2d,  he  lost  his  wife, 
the  devoted  and  exemplary  Christian 
the  faithful  partner  of  all  his  joys  and 


r sorrows.

Home  at  I*auderdnle.  On  April  26,  1865, 
lie  married  his  third  wife.  Miss  Marga

1 1 was  a devoted  wife  and  mother  to  all 
'!  the  children  till  death  claimed  her  some 
i twelve  years  ago.  The  children  by  this 
' i marriage  were  Miss  Maggie  Zitella,  the 
j late  Mrs.  Haokett;  Warren  Sherman 
j Webb,  physician  in  Memphis;  Thomas 
Leroy  Webb,  a business  man  in  Tyler, 
Texas;  Lura  Myrtle,  wife  of  Prof.  M. 
Latimer,  of  Mississippi  College,  Henry 
Deupree  Webb,  a physician  at  Grace. 
Miss.;  and  Nelson  Gould  Webb,  the  ris 
ing  young  lawyer  ami  the  late  lamented 
partner  of  Judge  J.  H.  Price,  Magnolia, 
Miss. 

As  a preacher,  Dr.  Webb  was  analyt- 
ical, logical,  clear.  He  carried  his  eon 
gregation  along  with  the  current  of 
thought  by  simple  and  forceful  diction, 
earnest  and  impressive  delivery,  lie 
wns  pre-eminently  a Bible-preaeher,  de- 
ducting his  sermon  from  the  text,  not 
uianging  it  on  the  text  as  a cloak  on  a 
|>eg.  As  a ppstor  lie  was  faithful  and 
I rue,  nlways  on  time  at  Ins  ap(>oinr 
nents,  nnd  ever  ready  to  minister  to 
he  spiritual  wants  of  any  member  of 
lis  congregation.  Few  pastors  were  so 
successful  in  winning  nnd  retaining  the- 
esteem  nnd  affection  of  the  churches. 

II is  ability  was  indeed  demonstrated  by 
bis  maintenance  of  the  high  standard  of 
.‘ermonizing  nnd  deliverev  tlist  bad 
Icon  set  at  Macon  nnd  Deerbrook  by  his 
< istinguished  predecessors,  8.  S.  Latti 
rmre,  G.  II.  Martin  and  W.  C.  Buck, 
who  are  conceded  to  have  had  few 
epialtf  nhd  no  superiors  as  pulpit  ora 
tors  in  the  South.

i.  and  enthusiasm  upon  his  new  duties.! 

1 He  gave  up  all  pastoral  work  to  give 
himself  exclusively  to  the  college.  He'

. vilty,  though  the  resources  of  the  col-i 

4 lege  were  limited.  But  the  financial 
crash  of  I8j!3,  the  general  poverty  of 
the  |>eople,  a succession  of  crap  failures 

» for  several  years,  nnd  the  hard  times 
| made  more  stringent  by  the  gradual  eon 
> traction  of  the  national  detit,  made  it 
i impossible  to  maintain  the  college  with 
» out  debt. 

1 In  consequence  of  this  state  of  things, 

1 despondency  feci  zed  our  peope,  and  de 
despondency  seized  ouf  people,  and  de- 
• spair  j»nral\ zed  every  effort.  But  Presi 
dent  Webb  still  trusted  in  God  and  his 
brethren.  Of  course,  what  the  college 
most  needed  itns  a larger  income  or  di- 
minished ex)Kiise8.  The  next  Is-st  thing 
would  lie  an  endowment  in  the  affections 
of  the  Baptists  ami  consequent  increased 
patronage.  To  accomplish  these  end) 
was  the  burden  of  bis  efforts  ami  the  ob- 
ject of  bis  plans  for  some  years.  His 
first  aim  wnitllo  get  rid  of  the  endow 
mont  scholars)) ips  which  had  grown  to 
ba  a burden.  Prof.  M.  T.  Martin,  that 
prince  of  college  agents,  cheerfully  uu 
dertook  this  work  nnd  by  |M>rsuasion  in  - 
dued! the  holders  to  surrender  cneer 
fully  all  these,  scholarships  save  two.  . 
Next,  President  Webb  prqjstsed  to  tho 
trustees  that  he  nnd  tho  faculty,  would 
take  charge  of  the  college,  maintain  Ui 
classes,  Is*  responsible  for  its  exfienses, 
do  the  full  college  work,  and  for  corn 
js-nsation  take  whntever  might  be  lofi. 
nfter  meeting- all  obligations.  This  pro  _ 
vented  the  accumulation  of  debt.  For 
more  tlinn  a decade  thus  the  college  was 
continued  free  from  debt  by  this  heroic 
sacrifice,  sometimes  the  pror^sors  re 
reiving  less  than  $350  apiece  for  their 
services.  Thus  the  college  was  saved 
and  an  interest  in  Christian  education 
was  awakened  that  was  unknown  liefor**. 
The  College  vindicated  its  right  to  live, 
and  the  triumph*  of  the  past  wrtn  Host’s 
blessing  gave  assurance  of  its  greater 
triumphs  afterwards. 

After  the  den)b  of  the  sainted  JamCs 
Nelson,  Dr.  Webb  was  made  secretary 
and  treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Miniate 
rial  Education.  Ih-ing  also  secretary  or 
the  Board  of  Trustees  and  treasurer  of 
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men;  and  wh«9  the  endowment  was  to 
be  raised,  the  trustees  elected  him  to 
take  charge  ofl|he  work.  Feeling  he  had 
reached  the  lliit  of  his  endurance,  he 
declined  thisftidditional  burden,  and 
it  was  placedftpon  Dr.  J.  B.  Gambrell. 

Dr.  Webb  mw  justly  be  classed  among 
the  great  collie  presidents,  the  peer  of 
Dr.  Basil  Mufly  of  the  University  of 
\ urv^j[  ilbird  of  Howard 

College,  Dr.  Jtifleph  Eaton  of  Union  Urn 
versity,  and  fthn  W.  Waddell  of  the 
University  of  Mississippi.  In  reeogni 
tion  of  his  enlnent  ability,  the  degree 
of  D.  D.  was  referred  upon  him  in  1882 
by  the  Univenly  of  Mississippi  as  well 
as  by  Howard  lollege. 

In  June,  18!  raafter  18  years  of  service 
as  president  <f|  Mississippi  College,  tie 
resigned  this  oftsition  and  accepted  that 
of  Professor  fincritus  of  Psychology 
and  Ethics,  wflch  he  continued  to  fill 
with  great  siwess  so  long  as  he  was 
able  to  walk  Ain  his  residence  to  the

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Lincoln  McConnell  becomes  a 

BAPTIST. 

(William  D.  Upshaw). 

The  announcement  that  Kev.  Lincoln 
McConnell,  the  famous  Methodist  evan 
•relist  and  cbatauqua  orator  of  the  West 
had  joined  the  First  Baptist  Church  in 
Kansas.  City,  naturally  created  a rippb 
in  denominational  circles.  Of  course  our 
Baptist  ranks  are  constantly  being  aug- 
mented by  the  coming  of  those  of  other 
denominations,  not  infrequently  preach 
ers,  who  through  study,  prayer  and  pos- 
itive suffering  break  away  from  famil> 
ties  or  the  associations  of  a life  time  for 
the  sake  of  walking  nearer,  they  believe, 
in  the  foot  prints  of  their  Redeemer. 

Such  loyalty  to  conviction  should  al- 
ways be  commended — never  condemned. 
But  the  conversion  of  as  great  a man  as 
Lincoln  McConnell  deserves  more  than  a 
passing  notice.  Having  known  Brother 
McConnell  for  many  years,  I feel  it  my 
duty  to  him  and  to  our  denomination  to 
partly  introduce  him  to  our  people 
through  our  Baptist  press.  As  the  first 
pastor  of  Wesley  Memorial  Church  in 
Atlanta,  his  zpal,  wisdom  and  remarka 
Ide  genius  laid  the  foundation  of  what 
is  now  the  famous  institutional  church 
work  of  Southern  Methodism. 

As  an  evidence  of  the  high  esteem  in 
which  he  was  held  by  his  Methodist 
brethren,  he  was  invited  to  come  from 
his  great  evangelistic  and  lecture  plat- 
form labors  of  the  West  to  speak  at  the 
recent  opening  of  Wesley  Memorial  and 
conduct  the  first  evangelistic  campaign 
in  the  new  church,  seating  three  thou 
sand  people,  and  the  meeting  was  a great 
spiritual  success.  Reared  a Presbyterian, 
educated  at  Maryville,  a Presbyterian 
college  in  Tennessee,  he  intellectually 
learned  a “sure  foundation.”  But  when, 
after  six  years  of  legal  detective  work 
in  Atlanta,  he  was  converted  in  a gra- 
cious Methodist  meeting,  he  naturally 
joined  his  wife’s  church.  But  although 
lie  soon  became  a widely  successful  evan- 
gelist, study  of  God’s  Word  brought  a 
change  of  views,  he  declared,  and  while 
he  was  pastor  of  Wesley  Memorial  he 
had  a long  conversation  with  Dr.  L.  G. 
Broughton  about  his  dissatisfaction  with 
his  baptism  and  longing  to  know  his 
duty.  Broughton,  Baptist  like,  advised 
him  to  remain  a Methodist  just  ns  long 
as  his  convictions  would  allow.  But  the 
democracy  of  our  Baptist  church  gov- 
ernment and  the  act  and  subject  of  be 
liever’s  baptism,  won  at  last  in  his  con- 
science and  in  his  household,  vm  Mon- 
day July  17th,  Dr.  Otto,  pastor  of  the 
First  Church  in  Kansas  City,  baptized 
the  stalwart  evangelist,  after  which  Mc- 
Connell, being  authorized  by  the  church, 
baptized  his  wife  and  two  children,  a 
son  and  a daughter,  nearly  grown.  It 
was  a “household  baptism”  and  there 


were  no  infants,  but  all  loving,  happy 
believers. 

One  who  witnessed  the  unusual  scene 
said  there  were  tears  in  many  eyes.  The 
leading  chatauqua  builder  and  evangel- 
ist for  his  section,  no  man  in  all  the  Mid 
die  West  wields  a greater  platform  in 
fluence  than  Lincoln  McConnell.  A man 
of  powerful  frame,  kingly  mien,  golden 
heart  and  marvelous  tongue,  he  is  a sort 
of  cross  between  Sam  Jones  and  L.  G. 
Broughton  in  dramatic  and  dynamic 
power  over  an  audience.  And  he  says 
with  a new  vision,  “All  that  I have  is 
on  the  altar  of  my  Lord.  ’ ’

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LATEST  FOREIGN  MISSION  NEWS 

The  Foreign  Mission  Board  has  al- 
ready selected  and  appointed  nearly  ull 
of  the  thirty  missionaries  whom  they 
agreed  to  send  out  this  year  in  response  i 
to  the  offer  of  a generous  layman,  who 
offered  to  pay  all  expenses  of  one  third 
of  them  for  one  year  on  condition  that 
thirty  lie  sent  out  by  the  1st  of  Novem 
l>er.  Most  of  these  new  appointees  will 
sail  for  their  fields  of  labor  in  Septem- 
ber. Now  the  important  question  arises 
— how  soon  will  the  churches  begin  to 
send  in  the  necessary  increase  in  contri 
hutions  for  this  great  advance  in  the 
work  f 

Our  missionaries  in  China  have  dis- 
covered a new  and  effective  method  of 
work.  Their  plan  is  to  gather  workers 
from  an  entire  mission,  and  even  Irom 
neighboring  missions,  erect  a large  mat 
shod  in  some  central  location  with  a 
seating  capacity  of  a thousand  people 
and  room  around  it  for  many  thousand 
more,  and  carry  on  for  several  weeks  an 
enthusiastic  evangelistic  campaign 
These  large  sheds  are  always  crowded 
and  thousands  of  people  gather  around 
to  hear  the  preaching.  Such  meetings 
have  been  held  in  Yangchow,  Soochow. 
Ohinkiang,  Wuchow  and  other  places. 
As  a result,  many  converts  have  oeen 
baptized  from  several  of  these  meetings 
and  a great  number  of  enquirers  have 
l>een  enrolled.  Best  of  all,  the  attention 
of  the  people  has  been  attracted  to  the 
preaching  of  the  gospel  on  a vast  scale. 
It  looks  like  the  beginning  of  a mighty 
awakening  in  China. 

A letter  from  Teluca,  Mexico,  written 
by  Rev.  A.  N.  Porter,  brings  good  tid 
ings:  “We  have  just  closed  what  nil 
believe  to  be  the  greatest  meeting  ever 
held  in  Mexico.  We  have  baptized  twen 
ty  and  many  others  made  public  profes 
sions  of  faith,  some  of  whom  will  join. 
Among  those  baptized  is  a nephew  ot 
the  late  archbishop  of  Mexico,  a fine 
young  business  man.  Dr.  Hooker  was 
with  us  for  twelve  days  and  preaclied\ 
with  great  power.  We  face  the  future 
with  great  hopes.” 

The  two  secretaries  of  the  Foreign 
Mission  Board  who  have  lieen  visiting 
the  churches  in  Italy  have  returned 
from  their  visit.  They  found  the  work 
in  Italy  in  splendid  condition  and  every 
indication  points  to  a glorio  n edv.i.re 
:n  the  work  .n  the  near  f-itnre  They 
found  in  Italy  38  strong,  well-trained, 
native  ] >: ea*  here,  who  are  doing  valianr 
sendee.  It  is  impossible  in  many  places 
to  get  halls  large  enough  to  hold  the 
people  who  gather  to  hear  these  preach- 
ers. There  is  a wide-spread  revolt 
against  the  Church  of  Rome,  and  the 
people  are  eager  to  hear  the  message 
which  these  gospel  preachers  are  telling 
with  great  enthusiasm  and  effective 
ness.

The  Board  may  not 
always  he  able  to  borrow  the  large 
sums  of  money  which  the  present  unfor 
tunnte  system  forces  it  to  liorrow.  There 
is  danger  of  a real  calamity  in  the  case 
of  a severe  financial  stringency.  I jet 
every  association  discuss  the  importance 
of  systematic  offerings  running  through 
the  entire  year.

When  R.  N.  Davis,  our  missionary,  ae 
gan  his  work  in  lliis  region  he  often 
preached  to  young  men  nnd  women 
aliove  2d  yenrs  of  age  who  had  never 
heard  the  gosfiel,  He  has  remained 
faithful  nnd  true  amid  ninny  nnd  va 
riod  trials.  G«k1  has  made  his  effort 'i, 
nnd  those  of  ro-lijlwirors,  efficient,  nnd 
now  we  have  ninny  churches  established 
nnd  preaching  at  various  stations. 

I wns  with  Pas(or  Davis  at  Baxter 
ville.  The  meeting  wns  helpful  in  many 
wavs.  The  church  has  nltnut  75  mem 
hers.  12  of  whom  wen*  added  at  this 
meeting.  They  are  united,  heroic  and 
determined.  They  hnve  been  worship 
ping  in  n school  house  but  they  will 
hnild  a house  of  worship  liefore  another 
year  logins.
